AGOA  Forum  preparatory  committee  meeting.  Economic  Counselor 
reiterated  to  Ministry  of  Trade  Chief  Economist  and  committee 
co-chair  Richard  Sindiga  that  the  United  States  does  not  want  Guinea 
and  Madagascar  invited  to  the  August  4-6,  2009,  AGOA  Forum  in 
Nairobi .
